COMMERCIAL FLYERS HAVE 
TO UNDERGO HARD TESTS 


Capt. Haultain, of Geological 
Survey, Believes Aerial Phfi-. 
tographic Surveying Good 


London. May SI. — 'Sydney Pickles, 
the well-known aviator, told a press | 
representative that he bad been par¬ 
ticularly struck by the careful tests 
to which he had been subjected by the 
Air Ministry before being passed At 
as s pilot for commercial flying. 

He had to stand on one foot with 
closed eyea In order to test the sense 
of balance, and also to place a piece 
of steel rod on Its end on a board, 
raising the board at arm’s length from { 
the table to the level of the shoulders, 
and then, closing the eyea and replac¬ 
ing It without allowing the steel rod 
to over-balance. 

Then he was placed In a chair, with 
head hung downwards and ryes closed. 
The chair was spun round many times 
and he was ordered to open hi# eye* 
and look at an object, whereupon the

SAVED TWOLADIES 

RAGEDY 


A. F. Hinksman Accomplishes 
Rescue Under Hazardous 
Circumstances 


Two Victoria ladles had a very nar¬ 
row escape from drowning at the 
Gorge on Saturday afternoon, and. In¬ 
deed, owe their lives only to the ready 
wit of A. F. Hinksman, of Gorge Rood, 
who accomplished their rescue under 
hasardou* circumstance*. 

Mr*. King and Miss ITotlch. of 
0Upallor Htreet. were canoeing at the 
Gorge at about 4.10 on Saturday after-, 
noon, when the stroog undercurrent in 
some way caught their frfUl craft and 
caused It to URRBfK" TRY tWITdWu- 
pants of the boat were thrown Into the 
water and, hampered by their clothing, 
and being unable to awltn were soon in 
difficulties. Their cries for help were 
fortunately heard by Mr. Hinksman. 
who was on the bank several-hundred 
yards distant, engaged In repairing a 
broken oar-lock in his bosL Quickly 
realizing the graveness Of the women's 
plight hs launched his boat and with 
only on# oar pulled for the scene of the 
accident/ 

Arriving at the spot, he discovered 1 
that one of the women. Mrs. King, had 
managed to retain her grasp on the 
upturned canoe. The other, however, 
was in more parlous state. After 
going under for the third time, she was 
again sinking below the water when 
Mr Hinksman, by leaning over the 
side.of the boat and plunging both 
hands Into the water, managed to 
grasp her clothing. By dint of much 
exertion he was able to drag the now 
unconscious girl, half-way into the 
boat, when to his alarm he noticed that 
the other was losing consciousness and 
slipping away from the upturned 
canoe. He Immediately left Miss 
Protich. now partially in the boat, sud 
rave, his attention to Mrs. Kihg. and 
after considerable effort was able to 
pull her Into the boat By this time 
Mr. Hinksman was exhausted, but was 
able to reach the 8ttore~wlth his bur¬ 
den. 

The two women were carried to Mr. 
Hlnksman’s home, which overlooks the 
Gorge near this spot, and a doctor was 
quickly summoned. Miss Protich re¬ 
mained unconscious for three hours and 
is still in bed suffering from the effects 
of the Immersion and shock. Mrs. King, 
however, qulcklv responded to first aid 
treatment and Is now little the worse 
for her unpleasant experience. Thera 
Is little doubt but that the timely aid 
of Mr. Hinksman prevented what would 
Otherwise have beep a fatal accident.
